The recipe for David Romanelli’s yoga class is sim- 
ple: Start with a one-hour vinyasa flow yoga class. 
Then add a five-course, gourmet meal. Sprinlde in 
a dash of music and a handful of inspirational anec- 
dotes. Season with carefully selected wine pairings 
and, of course, chocolate. 

Hungry yet? Welcome to Toga for Foodies, a 
national event that passed through West Loop res- 
taurant Province this week. 

The creation is just the latest hybrid concept 
for the ancient Indian practice of meditation, con- 
trolled breathing and stretching. In Chicago and 
around the country, traditional classes have been 
combined with everything from cooking demos and 
wine tastings to acrobatic workouts. And while the 
popularity of such fusion programs is on the rise, 
some yoga purists told RedEye they don’t like stray- 
ing from the basics. 

Romanelli, co-founder of At One Toga studios in 
Arizona, teams with local chefs to bring the class to 
cities across the country 

“Toga has to continue to evolve,” said Romanelli, 



ever on yoga classes and products — $5.7 billion 
per year, according to Yoga Journal’s 2008 “Yoga 
in America” study. The report, compiled by the 
Harris Interactive Service Bureau, found that yoga 
spending in the U.S. had increased by 87 percent 
since a previous study was conducted in 2004. 

In the Chicago area, yogachicago.com lists more 
than 180 studios and individual teachers in its direc- 
tory, about 30 of which mention yoga offerings for 
specific interests, such as yoga for fertility, yoga for 
kids or yoga for athletes. 

Toga has even gone to the dogs. Becky Solomon, 
group exercise director at Lakeshore Athletic Club, 
said her dog yoga classes— also known as “doga”— 
include a mix of socialization for the dogs and medi- 
tation exercises and stretching for both people and 
pets. 

Adding dogs to the usual stretching routine helps 
keeps enthusiasts from losing interest in their prac- 
tices, she said. 

“{Toga] is about not just physically changing your 
body but changing your consciousness,” Solomon 
said.

What’s the famous quote? “War is hell.” After 
watching HBO’s lo-part World War II epic, 

“The Pacific,” you’ll agree that no truer words 
ever were uttered. 

The $250 million production plunges viewers 
into the chaos of noise, blood, heat and carnage 
that is jungle warfare. With each episode, and each thunderous battle 
scene, the multiple directors show us the horrors of America’s grue- 
some war against Japan following the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

“The Pacific” comes from the same team that created the revered 
“Band of Brothers”— including Tom Hanks, Steven Spielberg and 
“Pacific” head writer Bruce McKenna— but unlike that Emmy-winning 
miniseries, it doesn’t follow a single group of soldiers fighting in one 
cohesive campaign. 

“The Pacific” recounts the real-life experiences of three Marines— 
Robert Leckie (James Badge Dale), Eugene Sledge (Joe Mazzello) and 
John Basilone (Jon Seda)— as they fiercely engage the Japanese on a 
series of islands, including Peleliu, Guadalcanal, Iwo Jima and Okinawa. 

Their stories only loosely connect physically, but the emotional 
theme— how war changes the men who fight it— resonates within each. 
Sledge’s story shows that theme most plainly, and Mazzello— with the 
help of Rami Malek’s scene-stealing turn as his amoral buddy, “Snafu”— 
is up to the task. 

They give us some of the most emotionally powerful moments of 
the series in Part 9, when the exhausted Marines face the prickly moral 
predicament of fighting on Okinawa with civilians present. 

It’s heart-wrenching and hellish.

Save carbon credits 
for your eco-encore 

Have you ever worried how much power it takes to see your favorite 
band play live? ^^11, U2 has the answers to your eco-guilt: carbon 
offsets. 

The credits, sold for $1,89 at u2-360.offsetoptions.com, are designed 
to help fans neutralize the estimated 280 pounds of greenhouse gases 

each audience member creates traveling 
to see the Irish rockers perform on their 
360 Tour, 

Essentially, credits are a trade: To 
counteract business practices or activi- 
ties such as travel, weddings— and now 
concerts— that use natural resources, 
you pay toward projects that help reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions. Carbon offset 
projects generally include funding renew- 
able energy, reforestation projects and 
energy efficiency 

But do we really need to offset our car- 
bon footprints? Consider that the aver- 
age U,S, resident emits 21 tons of carbon 
dioxide per year compared with 4,5 tons for the average global citizen, 
according to global warming organization Clean Air, Cool Planet, And 
to offset 1,000 tons of CO2, you’d have to plant an acre of Douglas fir 
trees — that grow for 50 years. 

Of course, reducing your footprint is not as simple as planting a few 
trees. First, you can’t believe everything you read. Not all carbon offset 
providers use their money in the right places, and certification var- 
ies, Some companies are nonprofit, some aren’t. Take time to do some 
research to find out what your offset provider is aU about, A good place 
to start is with the Gold Standard (cdmgoldstandard.org) project. 

Where and how is your money being used? Trees are a valuable addi- 
tion to any ecosystem, but if they don’t live or aren’t taken care of, they 
won’t do any good. And not all programs let you choose where your 
money is spent. 

Most importantly, before handing over dough to offset your carbon 
sins, think about whether you’ve done everything you can to reduce 
them first. The household emissions calculator at epa.gov/climate 
change gives an estimate of your carbon emissions and breaks down the 
ways you can reduce them. 

The biggest problem with carbon credits is that real solutions are 
postponed. Look at your own habits and determine what you can do 
every day to decrease your impact on the environment. Then, if you 
have the money and time to do the research, consider carbon offsets. 

In the meantime, adding $1,89 to your U2 ticket doesn’t hurt.

Bourne again? No 


It’s 2003 in Baghdad, and American 
forces have gone in to find WMDs. 
When intelligence tips continually lead 
to nothing, chief warrant officer Roy 
Miller (Matt Damon) grows suspicious 
and works to determine if the uniden- 
tified source, “Magellan,” knows about 
WMDs after all. Greg Kinnear co-stars 
as a slimy intelligence official and Amy 
Ryan has an underwritten role as a Wall 
Street Journal reporter. 

The buzz: High-level information 
and secrets to die for are a walk in the 
park for director Paul Greengrass, 
re-teaming with Damon after their 
two explosive “Bourne” sequels. Rajiv 
Chandrasekaran’s novel is adapted by 
Brian Helgeland, whose resume is so 
hit-or-miss (“L.A. Confidential,” “The 
Postman,” “Mystic River,” “Man on 


Fire”) that his latest could be a tightly- 
wound real-life conspiracy or a just a 
generic thriller. 

The verdict: Everything happens 
too easily in the streamlined “Green 
Zone,” where all it takes is a soldier to 
start asking questions, and suddenly he 
zooms his way to the deep, dark truth. 
Greengrass keeps the action crackling 
and Damon’s reliably excellent, but 
“Green Zone” has neither the memo- 
rable sequences nor the mind-testing 
complexity of the pair’s “Bourne” films. 
Instead, they’ve made an urgent movie 
about recent history that does nothing 
to make sense of it, as an astoundingly 
real situation becomes a simplistic war 
between obvious bad guys and a lone 
hero who can’t be denied.
